BRYAN-COLLEGE TROLLEY LINE 


Estimated that the Enterprise Can Be 
Established for $65.000— Time is 
Now Most Opportune. 


An effort is being made to re-en- 
: list the interest of the people of 
Bryan in the proposed Bryan and 
College trolley line agitated so ex­ 
tensively last year. 
It has been 
carefully estimated that the pro 
posed electric road can he built 
and equipped with two cars and 
two trailers at a cost of $65,000. 
Thirty-five thousand dollars 
of 
paid up stock would therefore be 
all that would be necessary to se­ 
cure for a beginning, as the road 
could be bonded to secure the re­ 
maining capital to pay for construc­ 
tion. 
It is believed that 55,000 
stock can be secured at College, 
and perhaps live or ten thousand 
from the company furnishing the 
equipment. This would leave only 
$25,000 to raise in Bryan, and it is 
believen that by a united effort this 
can be done. 
It is hardly neces­ 
sary here to repeat the arguments 
so often presented of the many ad­ 
vantages certain to result from the 
building of this line. No one ques­ 
tions these so far as we have been 
able to learn. 
The necessity for 
it increases every year, and there 
is no investment we can think of 
for Bryan’s abundant capital that 
promises greater things for Bryan 
and the A. and M. College. 
The

Those who would like to make Cheese 
on a very small scale are often irou- 
bled to get proper rennet to produce 
coagulation of the milk. A scientist 
says that if the leaves of the common 
butterwort are placed in a strainer and 
the milk fresh from the cow is poured 
over It the milk will soon become thick 
and has a most delicious flavor. The 
yellow bedstraw also possesses the 
properties of curdling milk, and the 
natives of Cheshire prefer it as a ren­ 
net to all other sorts. The leaves and 
flowers are put In the strainer, and the 
milk Is slowly poured over them. The 
flower heads of the garden artichoke 
also possess the property of coagulat­ 
ing milk. In view of the carelessness 
sometime* noted In people who prepare 
rennet In the ordinary fashion this 
vegetable rennet is worthy of atten­ 
tion. The leaves, properly cleaned and 
prepare*, would lie very much safer 
and more hygienic than animal sub­ 
stances whfeh may go through chem­ 
ical chauges that unfit them for food.

Farmers “stick to the moon” in re­ 
gard to planting corn and other crops.
